of the College of Arts and Sciences, University of Oklahoma; 
vice-chair of the Committee on Legislative Process and Lobbying, 
the American Bar Association Section on Administrative Law, and 
the Regulatory Process; a member of the governing board of the 
Franke Institute for the Humanities, University of Chicago; a 
member of the Twentieth Century Fund's Citizens for Independent 
Courts; and a member of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
Charlottesville, Virginia.

Twenty-three persons, consisting of current and 
former supervisors and coworkers, present and former neighbors, 
references, professional associates, ahd social acquaintances, 
were interviewed. They provided favorable comments concerning 
Ms. Garrett's character, associates, reputation, and loyalty. 

All persons interviewed during the course of this 
background investigation stated they are unaware of any illegal 
drug use or alcohol or prescription drug abuse by Ms. Garrett, 
nor have they ever known her to exhibit any type of bias or 
prejudice against any class of citizen or any type of religious, 
racial or ethnic group. They also commented that they believe 
Ms. Garrett lives within her financial means. None of the 
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individuals contacted was aware of information concerning 
Ms. Garrett that could be used to compromise or coerce her. 
All persons interviewed recommended her for a position of 
trust and responsibility.

Ms. Garrett is eligible to practice law in the State of 
Texas and in the District of Columbia, however she is currently 
an inactive member of each.

Routine interviews were conducted by the FBI on 
April 6, 2009, and April 8, 2009, with Ms. Garrett, the 
results of which are incorporated in this sxammary memorandum 
and follow below in their entirety.
